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PREFACE 


In nearly every branch of the Christian 
church there is a growing desire to make the 
service of worship more suitable and effective. 
It need not be more formal, but it may well be 
more beautiful and attractive. The order in 
which the different parts of these services are 
arranged proceeds from Aspiration to Adora- 
tion and Praise; from Praise to Prayer, from 
Prayer to Reflection, culminating in Inspira- 
tion and Consecration. There should be in 
the service a nobility of expression and a fitness 
of phrase which satisty mind and heart, for, 
as has been well said, ‘‘ the worship of the church 
should represent the very ideal of thought and 
feeling and language.” 

Because of this increasing apprenrAtion of 
the importance of elevating and enriching the 
service of worship, the National Council of 
Congregational Churches has for several years 
had a Commission on Worship, and has author- 
ized it to publish the results of its studies and 
labors. Those who have served on this Com- 
mission are as follows: Rev. Charles H. Rich- 
ards, Chairman; Rev. Lucius H. Thayer; 
Dean Edward I. Bosworth; Prof. John W. 
Buckham; Prof. Waldo S. Pratt; Rev. Harry 
ae Dewey: Prof. Henry Hallam Tweedy; Rev. 
Charles H. Cutler, and President W. Douglas 
Mackenzie. 

The services here presented cover nearly all 
the customary occasions of church worship. 
Many of them are already in use. They repre- 
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sent the progress that has been made from the 
barren and meager services of former days to 
the rich and satisfying order now in increasing 
use. 

The use of these services is, of course, entirely 
optional. It may be that some churches may 
wish to adopt this as their Book of Worship, 
the use of which will not abridge their freedom, 
but may make the services of the sanctuary 
more uplifting. Such churches should make 
sure that every member of the congregation is 
supplied with the book, so that all the people 
may participate in the common worship. Others 
may find the book suggestive, and may be as- 
sisted by it in preparing their own orders of 
service. 

We hope that pastors may find the book help- 
ful both in the study and in the pulpit. If it 
shall assist them in their preparation for public 
prayer, or in the varied ministrations in which 
they engage, we shall be very grateful. As a 
Pastor’s Handbook it may be welcome to many. 
They may familiarize themselves with it so 
thoroughly that they can use it with freedom 
and accuracy. 

We have had constantly in mind, also, the 
needs of the smaller churches, so many of which 
are often pastorless. The critical time between 
pastorates in such churches, often lasting several 
months, is one of great peril. A closed church 
means serious loss. Doubtless a chief reason 
for the slow growth, for the decline and death, of 
many of the small churches is the interruption 
of their regular services and work. With the aid 
of such a book as this a layman or a laywoman, 
in the absence of a pastor, may conduct a service 
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that will be helpful and inspiring, without the 
loss of a single Sunday. The sermon and the 
singing may easily be provided. Those who 
have the care of our home missionary churches 
may thus find a solution for one of their serious 
problems. 

To the orders of service there is added a 
collection of prayers suitable for various occa- 
sions, drawn from many sources, ancient and 
modern. They are adapted for use in the church 
and in the home. The wealth of devotional 
material furnished in the service books of 
churches in the old world and the new, and in 
such manuals as that of John Hunter and others, 
which have been freely and gratefully drawn 
upon, cannot fail to be of great value to all de- 
vout spirits. While we urge freedom in prayer, 
the spontaneous outpouring of the soul to God 
in one’s own words as the occasion may prompt, 
we are confident that these prayers from the 
hearts of Christian leaders of the ages voice 
universal needs, and may well be used in both 
public and private worship. 

We hope that this book may be used in the 
home as a guide and help in Family Prayer. 
The petitions grouped under various topics 
are pathways of approach to God by which the 
entire household may draw near to him. 

If this book shall help to make the service of 
worship in the churches more attractive, digni- 
fied, effective, and reverent, and promote the 
participation of all the people in the service, 
it will have served its purpose. 

It seems not unfitting that this service book, 
published upon the tercentenary. of the coming 
_of the Pilgrim Fathers to Plymouth, should be 
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dedicated to their memory. For while the en- 
richment of the forms of worship, which it regis- 
ters and seeks to promote, is not in literal accord 
with their ideas, its chief purpose is to deepen 
and extend that spirit of reverent worship which 
sustained them in their great and holy enter- 
prise.
